The link to each issue may be found at the TNGenWeb Lincoln web- 
site; additionally, links to all prior issues may be found there. This issue was hastily assembled in 
response to the discontinuance of the journals of the Genealogical Society and the Historical Soci- 
ety mentioned in the announcement above. This issue contains and overabundance of content 
relating to the editor’s family: partly as a tribute to his Mother, and partly due to what was con- 
veniently at hand.

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LETTER XIII. 


Fayetteville, Tenn. Dec. 22d, 1817, 
Dear Marr, 

I REMEMBER when you and I, sitting by my fireside, in 
that easy familiar frankness, indulged in our remarks on 
Priests—that they are always the same, let them be of what 
persuasion they may. I retain that opinion still! Hitherto I 
have only learned mankind in theory —but I am now studying 
him in practice. One learns more in a day, by mixing with 
mankind, than he can in an age shut up in a closet. 

But the Priests, I perceive, are precisely the same they 
were centuries passe(l—they all aim at power. Their drift, I 
see, is to gain as many proselytes as possible, without regard 
to the conduct of their flock—they will not suffer them to pos- 
sess any will of their own—perfect despots. No potentate is 
more despotic, and no subjects more submissive, whilst in the 
presence of their Priests, but the greatest rogues in the world 
when out of sight. I perceive, too, they are very jealoys in 
sontroversy. ‘They seem to me as though they would fight in 
defence of their principles, while they leave the practice of 
religion to the sinners who make no fuss at all about religion.— 
Between you and I, Matt, this world is most abominably wick- 
ed. I have seen such sights—nothing but preaching and 
praying—and not one to relieve the poor. No! not one steps 
forward. Can this be Christianity?

Christ says, if you love me, keep my commandments—and 
this is my commandment—that you love one another, This 
‘was our preacher's text last night. I should like to have this 
text indemnified for the depredation commited on it by his 
Reverence. His discourse was nothing but-a hop, skip, and 
jump—from one thing to another. Nothing but « hardened 
sinners you will go to hell and be d——d.” Why, the man 
awore outright. «The wickedness of this world; and the 
pleasures of this world; and the temptations of this world.” 
“fem! thoucht of the affair of Brother,” the Irishman, and 
his devout sister. 

Now for the righteous: “Press on ye mourners to the 
end, and—to that glo—rious [loud as a trumpet] place, pre- 
par—ed for you.” &c. &c, He stamped—he roared! Nota 
word on the subject of love to our neighbors. 

I never but once in my Jife heard a sermon to please me; 
and that was preached by a Mr. Sargent, sometime of Ohio.— 
But this preacher (as he is called) poured out a torrent of non- 
sense. The men groaned—the young ladies cried—the louder 
the preacher bawled, the louder they cried—at last they 
screamed!— Did you ever hear wolves howl? [t was more like 
their howling than any thing else I can name. Is this religion? 
These would, like their sister, turn the poor friendless female 
from their door. But let facts speak. <A gentleman removed 
to this country last year. He came on sometime before his 
family, in order to engage provisions for their arrival. Through 
some. oversight, he forgot his moncy. The neighborhood con- 
sisted chiefly of professors of religion, He wentto a many, 
who, as he was told, had a large quantity of bacon and corn for 
gale, and withal was very religious. He told him his situation: 
that he had a large family, both black and white, coming on, 
and he wished to purchase provisions sufficient for them till he 
‘could raise acrop; and that, when his family arrived, he would 
pay him. No!—He would not truaf him. The applicant went 
to another and another, and still received the same answer. 
Thus discouraged, he at length inquired for the wickedest 
man in the neighborhood. He was told where to find him. 
He went to him, and related his situation, and what he wanted.

« There,” said this wicked man, without any hesitation or 
inquiry, “there is my crib, and there is my smoke house; use 
them as your own, whilst their contents last.”

LETTER XIV. 


Well's Tavern, 
5 miles South of Fayetteville, 23d Dec. 1817. 
Dean Marr, — 

I am now within a short day‘s ride of Huntsville. I have 
travelled slow, on account of my horses, the roads being deep 
and heavy, such as the pedlar described them. ‘The cane has 
made its appearance for some days past, and my servant has 
been breaking whole arm's full of pipe stems, and throwing 
them away alternately, as he finds they increase without end. 
Having never witnessed the growth of the cane before, | was 
much gratified tomeet with it. It first appears scattering, very 
slender, but tall, from eight to twelve feet high. It has blades 
like Indian corn, and some resemblance of a tassel on the top. 
It grows every where through the woods; but, as you proceed, 
it is larger and higher, aud fons of it lie on the ground, on 
each side of the road, broken to pieces and rotting; and where 
this is the case, the green cane is extinct forever, doubtless. 
The cause of this I cannot learn. These stalks are larger 
than corn stalks, and must have been twenty feet in height! 

The land increases in fertility as we advance; and this 
fertility extends a vast distance on each side of us. The land 
at this place, and Fayetteville, resembles that north of the 
Cumberland, as black as your hat, and level. 

1 have travelld a south course since I left Nashville, from 
which Huntsville is distant 100 miles. Pony, (15 hands high!) 
is a horse of great patience and alow to anger, or he would 
have testified his displeasure at this same road: but he tugs

along without a murmur, We are now to have a change for 
the better. ; 

This inn is kept by a bachelor, His mother lives with 
him, and attends te the cooking department. ‘The tavern is a 
separate building from the one occupied by the old lady, which 
is also the kitchen, I was shown into the latter by the land- 
lord, and was pleased to find the house large, neat, and warm; 
but the lady looked old, cold, and crusty. Being very hungry, 
(not having dined,) my appetite was no little increased by the 
savory smell of bacon and cabbage, which Mra. W. had sitling 
by her, very snug in the corner, for the family dinner. 

I knew from her looks, it would be a crosa and pile chance 
whether she would condescend to set a part of it on the table 

_ for me till she saw her own time. But, setling my wits to work, 
I prevailed finally, and made a bearty meal, cunningly, by the 
fire. 

There were two good beds, with curtains, in the room, and 
being weary, my next court to Mrs.Wells was, for liberty to 
repose on one of the beds: this was alav granted. ‘Thus every 
wish was gratified. Upon inquiry, | learned that the guests, 
should any arrive, dined in the kitchen, or what you choose tu 
denominate it. Night was drawing on, and I was quite de- 
lighted with a place of concealment, should travellera arrive; 
and, drawing the curtains of a princely bed close, I lay still 
and snug out of sight. 

It was hog-killing day at Welly’, and dinner was delayed 

. till the business was over, and the table was sitting for dinner 
asllay down, when, as 1 expected, word came “ that twe 
travellers had arrived and wanted supper.” The lady return- 
ed for answer, “ that the table was setting for her own family, 
and if they thought proper to accept of such fare as she had 
ready, they were welcome, but that she would prepare nothing 
more to-night." The Negro woman, who was charged with 
the message, remonstrated with her mistress, and said «‘ coffee, 
or tea, ought to be made.” No, I will make none to sight; 
if they don’t eat such as there is, they may go without.” 
“ Very well!” replied the woman; you may do as you please, 
but I know, very well, Massa Tommy won't like it.” “ Who

cares for your Massa Tommy, or you either,” said Mra. W. 
Accordingly, the bacon and cabbage was placed on the table, 
with milk, in tin cups—plenty of corn bread—a small plate of 
butter, and al) placed upon a table bard by your humble ser- 
vant. : 
Highly delighted with my situation, ensconsed behind the 
curtatns, I awaited the entrance af Mr. ‘Tommy ard the tra- 
vellers. ‘The candle was lit, and our guests summoned to sup- 
per. Itook asly peep at them as they were sitting down. 
One was lame, and a small man, but had a genteel and manly 
appearance; the other was still less, with a smell sallow face 
and a perfect dandy, or fop, who looked over the tabke with, 
sovereign contempt.— Mean time the genteel looking man asked 
if he should help him? The fop bung back some time, but at 
last said, ** yea, sah,” [sir,] a Tuckahoe, by the way {a citizen 
of Virginia, below the Blue Ridge.) This was nuts for me. 
Tommy, who had likewise taken a seat, paid no attention to 
the strangers. He was a good looking man, rather swarthy, 
and about forty years of age. 

After eating some time, the little Tuckahee erected him- 
self on his seat, and observed, withowt addressing any one in 
particaolar, « [ believe you have no tea, no coffee in this country.” 
The old lady, with great composure replied, “ sometimes.” 
“You dosen’t have any flower hea’ neither.” The lady sung 

out “sometimes,” again. “I b’lieve you’ all savages in this 
country." “Savage enough,” said ‘the lady quite in a rood 
humour. Both gentlemen sat in my view, and the fare 
of the other gentleman colored deep at foppy’s remarks; 
who asked, with great spirit, “what country may you call 
yours, sir?” J] ar from Norfolk, Virginny, su’’* « And 
how do they live there?” “Why, su’, they live, su’, like 
gentlemen, su’; I hasn't seen a bit of victuals fit to sat since I 
left Norfolk, except in Nashville.” “That is a great pity, 
sir,” said ‘the other. “But we, of this country, do not rate 
ourselves by eating: we. rate ourselves by fighting. Would 





you like to take a shot?” ‘Yours, ke.

Huntsville, December 24th, 1817. 
Dean Matt, . 

Hene I am, landed safe and sound, and in high spirits, 
This will go by the same mail with yesterday's adventures- 
I broke off short last night, being sleepy: but, taking upthe 
subject—The little man dropped his feathers quite low, upon 
the departure of his friend, who, immediately arose and walked 
out of the house. The Tuckahoe, after asking the girl for 
mo’ milk, and mincing awhile, left the table likewise, and 
walked into the tavern. Had the latter as much spunk as he 
had impudence, they certainly would have fought—bat I heard 
po more of it. "he old lady said, “ifmy Billy had been at 
bome he would have slapped his jaws.” . 

This morning very early, upon sallying forth, I found my 
little fop inquiring for his mar,{mare,] and it was laughable 
enough tohear him insist upon sending his mar to water, the 
very self-same way we were guing. “IT always haa my mar 
wartered befu’ I starts.” 

They were both guing to Huntsville, where the fighting 
gentleman lived, as I found in the course of the day. Wewill 
have a merry time of it, thought I; and, taking leave, we all 
set out. 

Having every prospect of a rainy day, we whipped on 
pretty brisk. I found the Jand high and dry after leaving 
Wells’, and another change in the growth, which is very light, 
and in many places none at all. The land is of a redish black, 
light as ashes, and very rich. | 

I attached myself to the Tennesscean, (he of Huntsville, ) 
being pleased with his manners, and, abuve all, with his spirit. 
He related many anecdutes of the recent battles, and was very 
communicative on the sttuation and prospects of the territory.* 

We had taken up more company, and at length the con- 
versation turned on the renown of General Jackson. My little 
Tuckahoe, not pleased that be was overlooked in the conversa- 
tion, would some times be alongside, often before, but never be-

At age of 20 he married Barbara King, a native of Scotland, 
June 8, 1786, near Charlotte, North Carolina, and removed to the county of Elbert, Georgia, 
where he resided until 104, when he temporarily removed to Nashville, Tenn., and afterwards 
settled near Fayetteville, the county seat of Lincoln Tennessee, in 1811, when that region was 
almost an unbroken forest. In 1818 he removed to Lawrence County, Alabama, and in 1820 to 
Illinois, and settled on the Little Vermillion River in November of thst year. There was but one 
other family living on that stream at that time, that of Heary Johnson, In the spring of 1821 he

As to a sketch of my grandfather, | am unable to give you very much. My father, Sion 
Moores Conger, died when I was 12 years of age, and, being the last of his race—a very modest 
man, with quiet manner, seldom speaking except questioned—it happened that I learned very 
little from him about his father or antecedents. 

Through letters which | found in grandfather's library, from his relatives and from mother, 
I learned the following: 

Isaac Conger, son of John Conger, Jr., and Mary Ross, left his home in Rowan County. N. 
C., and went to Kentucky, after the death of his mother, and was for a time with his uncle and 
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aunt (Ilenry Moores married Jane Ross.) He married Mary Moores, his cousin, and came to 
Tennessee, settling in Lincoln County, around 1200, which was then a canebrake wilderness. 

They were both deeply religious, and members of the Methodist Church. Their home was 
about seven miles from Fayetteville, and their nearest neighbor was four miles away. 

Jane Brown Moores (b 1800—Mary’s youngest sister) lived with them (she died a spinster 
in 1853) about 1800 or 1810. Isaac became convinced that he must preach the Gospel, and so 
decided, So he made preparation, and was licensed by the Elk Conference in 1811. I have 
some of his diaries, kept while at this work, that indicate that his wife strenuously opposed his 
missionary work, which greatly depressed him. Being, however, deeply impressed with respon- 
sibility of saving sinners, he persisted in the work while his health would permit, preaching 
and teaching wherever he went. His usual circuit covered the territory now occupied by eight 
or more counties, and did not seem to be confined to that especial territory, for he preached at 
times in almost every settlement in the State. 

sometimes he took horseback trips to Kentucky and Ohio and visited relatives, preaching 
on the way going and coming. One trip I recall that reached Danville, Ill., where Isaac Ross 
Moores lived. Several trips were made through West Tennessee and North Mississippi, where 
Ihetsy Payne lived, and on down to John B. Conger's home at Grand Gulf, Miss., and to New 
Orleans. He made one or more trips to South Carolina and through North Georgia, and I recall 
reading about his being for a time with Lorenzo Dow, and mention of his ‘powerful preaching.” 
Ithink I have now a letter to the home folks describing Mammoth Cave, which he visited on one 
of his trips to Kentucky. One trip to North Carolina is mentioned in a fragment of an old diary 
about 1812, that refers to having received news, when about half way home on the return, of the 
death of one of the children Matilda, perhaps. ) 

Isanc “entered” several bodies of land in what is now Lincoln ‘County, and purchased 
others, and held at one time some large tracts. Various farms were sold later, and my brothers, 
D. L., Charles and R. A., live on the old home place, which has not been changed i in many years, 
comprising now about 1, 300 acres. 

About 18515 he built what has been said to have been the first brick house in the county, 
sending to North Carolina and Virginia for the artisans. This house still stands and is a part of 
the old home, has had little repairs except roofing, and the first roof lasted over fifty years. He 
built a log church near his home about the same time, which still stands, unused, however. He 
was very energetic, doing much of the work of building himself. Was an untiring preacher, 
often preaching twelve to fifteen sermons a week, and rarely less than two hours atatime. He 
died in 1847. He was opposed to slavery, and ‘turned his members out of society" for ‘‘trading 
in black meat." His wife survived him ten years, dying in 1857. Her maiden sister, who had 
always lived with them, died in 155s, and my father, Sion M., being the last of his race, decided 
to get married. He was married in 1859, at the age of nearly 49. He was a planter, and follow- 
ing the custom of the times, was a slave owner, as was also his aunt, Jane Brown Moores. 
Being possessed of considerable lands in cultivation, and having inherited the slaves belonging 
to his aunt as well as his own, he had at the outbreak of the civil war perhaps thirty slaves to til| 
his soil, ILIFF CONGER.

Background: Ora Smith Warren was the editor’s Grandmother (“Mamaw”). Between 1956 and 
her death in 1981, Mamaw wrote about 200 letters full of family news. In addition, she filled 
pages and pages with family “olds.” That is, stories she had been told since childhood. She was 
born in 1893 in LCT. She personally knew relatives and ancestors who were born before 1820. 
Some of these had known people born in the 1750s. Her daughter, Jane Warren Waller became 
interested in family history in 1956 so Mamaw trekked around LCT interviewing her elders collect- 
ing family lore. The following is a letter dated 11 Nov 1956 to Mamaw’s son Lt. Col. Joe Warren,

Drennan 

(1) Robert Drennan (called Paddy) re- 
mained true to Union and flew Old 
Glory during the Civil War in defiance 
of all the Rebs around. He lived on 
Elk River between Harms and Molino 
(back of A.L. Kidd’s home). He had a 
sister lva Caughran and another sis- 
ter Lou living in same commu- 
nity. Steam ships came down Elk 
River at that time and attracted the 
whole country side. Paddy was judge 
for a large section of the Co. and was 
noted for his justice and wisdom in 
judging. (Horace Blakely Warren re- 
sembled him in looks and ways.) A 
letter from Judge Smart commending 
him as Foreman of Lincoln Co. Grand 
Jury attest the above statement. 
Many dates may be obtained from 
tomb stones in old Lebanon Ceme- 
tery near Molino. The Drennans 
were United Pres. There was an A.R. 
Pres. church (Old New Hope) near 
the Drennan settlement too. On the 
steps of New Hope Church Dan first 
saw Julie Drennan and decided to ask 
her to marry him. She was a very 
beautiful girl. They married when 
she was only 14. 
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(3) Pappy (born 1848 LCT) 
was Mamaw’s father-in-law 
and she knew him and his wife 
well as they died in the 1930's. 
(4) Horace Blakely (born 1888 
LCT) was Mamaw’s husband 
and was called Blake or 
Blakely. 

(5) Joe Lynn was Mamaw’s 
son. 

(6) Joe Lynn Jr, Julie and Blake 
were Mamaw/’s grandchildren.

Mr. Timothy Richard Marsh age 92 of Shelbyville 
passed from this life early Sunday morning, July 21, 2013, at 
about 1:00 am at Glen Oaks Convalescent Center after an ex- 
tended illness. 

Born June 12, 1921 in the Lincoln Community of Lincoln 
County, he was the son of the late Richard A. & Blanchie L. 
Mathis Marsh. 

Mir. Marsh served as a communication Specialist and instruc- 
tor in the intelligence branch of the Office of Strategic Ser- 
vices (OSS) near Washington D.C. during WWII. He began his 
radio broadcasting career at two stations near Chicago and 
later Jackson, TN. Mr. Marsh engineered and constructed 
Shelbyville and Bedford County’s first commercial broadcast- 
ing station in the fall of 1946 and continued to serve as Chief 
Engineer and staff announcer for many years. He owned and 
operated Motorola 2-Way Communications for many years 
Mr. Tim and his wife Helen Marsh were appointed Bedford 
County Historians in 1985 and jointly authored and pub- 
lished over 75 historical and genealogical books on Middle 
Tennessee. He served jointly with his wife as Bedford County 
Archivist. 

He was licensed as an Amateur Radio operator in 1942, was 
a long time member of The Sons of the Confederate Veter- 
ans and was a 45 year Mason and a member of the Presby- 
terian Church .Survivors include his wife of 72 years, Helen C. 
Marsh. 
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Mirs Helen Sallie Joe Crawford Marsh was born on November 21, 1921 at 


Flintville in Lincoln County, Tennessee. She was the daughter of Henry Clark Crawford and Vertna 
Mae Braden. She married her high school sweetheart Timothy Richard Marsh on July 24, 1941 in 
Huntsville, Alabama. They moved to Chicago, Illinois where Timothy attended Coyne School where 
she typed all his study notes into a notebook for him. After their first child, Marsha Joan Marsh 
was born October 6, 1942 they moved to Gary, Indiana where Tim worked for the Signal Corp. Tim 
joined the OSS (former CIA) and they moved to Washington, DC where Helen and Marsha stayed 
at the Williams Hotel while Tim was at Camp McDowell. It was in her later years that she was told 
of any of the details of his work there. When the war settled down they moved to Jackson, Ten- 
nessee where Tim was hired as an engineer for the radio station WTJS. They saw in a radio maga- 
zine that Shelbyville, Tennessee was looking for an engineer to build the radio station WHAL. She 
and Tim and family then moved to Shelbyville and worked at the transmitter for WHAL radio. She 
Studied and got her FCC license and they both went to work as engineers. It was during this time 
that she (W4WLH) and Tim (W4IWV) became lifelong Amateur Radio operators. 


She had a deep interest in family history which grew into a love of the history of Bedford County. 
She and Tim jointly published over 75 books on historical and genealogical records, most of which 
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were focused on Bedford, Lincoln, Marshall, Moore, Coffee, Davidson and Rutherford Counties in 
Tennessee. Helen and Tim spent many years on the road searching out their family history 
throughout Tennessee, the United States, and to their ancestral homes including their only over- 
seas trip to the British Isles while they were in their 70’s. They also devoted time to helping others 
find information on their ancestors. She was a member of the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion (2012 National Historic Preservation Medal recipient), Magna Charta Dames, the Order of 
Washington and the Order of the Crown of Charlemagne. 


She then became a “Professional Volunteer”. She was the keeper of the History Room in the Argie 
Cooper Library for 23 years. She and Tim were volunteers at the Bedford County Courthouse and 
in 1998 they began to get the oldest record books and loose papers in order. They were given per- 
mission to set up an archives room in the Bedford County Courthouse in the location that was for- 
merly the Register of Deeds office. She and Tim worked diligently there as Bedford County Histori- 
ans until Tim passed away in 2013. They were true partners and soulmates. A pair who were de- 
voted to their passion for the preservation of history, to each other, and to their family. Helen still 
continued to volunteer until she decided her health would not allow her to continue. She contin- 
ued working on historical publications for Bedford County, for the Shelbyville Times-Gazette 
through the Bedford County Yesteryears column, and for her family. 


She continued her love of spending time with her family, traveling, reading, researching on her 
iPad, crocheting and doting on her cat ‘Boots’ until her death. 


She was a member of the First Presbyterian Church. 
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Mr John (“Jack”) Towry 


A native Lincoln Countian, he is the son of the late Ellis and 
Elma Bates Towry. Jack and his wife, June, both grew up in 
the Bellview community. They have been married 61 years 
and have four children, 10 grandchildren and seven great- 
grandchildren. They currently live on West Point Drive be- 
tween Skinem and Bellview. 


After serving four years with the U.S. Navy during the Ko- 
rean War era, he was employed by Eastern Airlines in Miami, 
Fla., for over 30 years. After retiring 27 years ago and return- 
ing to Lincoln County, he has been active in community af- 
fairs and volunteering. He graduated from Lincoln Leadership 
in 1995 and still serves on the board of directors. In 2005 he 
was awarded the Tennessee Servant Leadership Award, in 
2007, Jack and June were voted Mr. and Mrs. Lincoln 
County, awarded by The Elk Valley Times, and three years 
ago he was selected for the Governor’s Volunteer Stars 
Award. 


Towry was appointed as the Lincoln County Genealogist in 
1998 and serves on the Records Committee, which 1s respon- 


sible for maintaining the County Archives and preserving the 
records of Lincoln County. As county genealogist and presi- 
dent of the Lincoln County Genealogy Society, he chaired the 
committee, which produced the Heritage Book of Lincoln 
County and later chaired the Bi-Centennial Committee for the 
county’s 200th anniversary, which resulted in the Lincoln 
County Pictoral History books, volumes I and II. 


He first served as a commissioner for District 4 from 1994 
through 1998 and served on several committees, one being 
the Airport Authority, which he still serves on today as vice 
chairman. Last year he was appointed by the Lincoln County 
Commission to fulfill a vacated position and is currently serv- 
ing on the Sewer Ad Hoc, EMA and other committees. 


Jack and June are members of Kirkland Baptist Church where 
they first attended as teenagers. Jack has served as deacon for 
several years and June teaches Sunday school. Jack 1s also 
chairman of the Pleasant Grove Cemetery committee in the 
Bellview community and has served as the grand jury fore- 
man for Lincoln County for the past five years. 
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Mary June Towry 
The following is by Jack and June Towry: 


Lincoln County is located in southern Middle Tennessee, with most of the county in the Central 
Basin and the remainder on the Highland Rim. The Elk River runs through the county from the 
northeast to the southwest, dividing the county into two nearly equal parts. The Cherokees and 
Chickasaws ceded the land that comprises Lincoln County in 1806. Settlers arrived almost immedi- 
ately, although surveyors and prospective settlers came as early as 1784 to establish boundaries 
for Revolutionary War land warrants. Some of the first settlers included Drury Abbott; Ezekiel Nor- 
ris; Joseph Alexander and Andrew Greer; William and Thomas Edmonson; Robert Farquharson; 
and James Bright. The county, which contains 520 square miles, was established by an act of the 
general assembly in 1809 and named for Revolutionary War hero General Benjamin Lincoln. 


Commissioners John Whitaker Sr., Wright Williams, Eli Garrett, Littleton Duty, and Jesse Woodruff 
were appointed to purchase 100 acres near the center of the county to establish a county seat. 
Ezekiel Norris sold the land near the Elk River that became the town of Fayetteville, and the com- 
missioners laid off town lots, which were sold in 1810. The first court was held in the home of 
Brice Garner, the first county clerk. In 1811 the first courthouse was constructed of logs. The pre- 
sent Colonial Revival-style courthouse was built in 1970 and is the fourth one in the county’s his- 
tory. 


The “Town Spring,” located on one of the lots, provided most of the town’s water until additional 
springs were discovered five miles south of Fayetteville at Rainy Falls. In 1899 the Fayetteville 
Gravity Flow Water System, completed at a cost of thirty-seven thousand dollars, brought fresh 
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water to the town. This unique gravitational flow system excited the interest of engineers from as 
far away as New York and brought visitors to see the system in operation. Water flowed into a 
large reservoir located on a hill above Fayetteville at a rate of 225,000 gallons daily. The system 
provided water for families and mills until the 1920s when Fayetteville’s needs surpassed the ca- 
pacity of the springs. 


Lincoln County provided twenty-one companies of volunteers to the Confederate cause. Although 
no major battles were fought in Lincoln County, the area suffered severely from troop movements 
and the bands of armed men who raided, abused, robbed, and murdered defenseless people. For- 
tunately for the history of Lincoln County, the courthouse was not burned, and the county records 
were safely hidden by concerned citizens. 


A number of small communities and villages dot the countryside. Most of the communities devel- 
oped around local post offices, schools, churches, or stores. Today, the schools have been consoli- 
dated into the county system, the stores have closed, and the post office is in Fayetteville, but 
many communities still maintain their sense of pride and history. A few of the larger communities 
are Blanche, Taft, Coldwater, Dellrose, Elora, Flintville, Kelso, and Mulberry. 


From 1875 to 1920 the Lincoln County economy depended on railroads. Petersburg, the county's 
second largest town, was once a thriving railroad village. Located on the Marshall County line, Pe- 
tersburg’s access to the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis Railroad made it an important center 
for trade. It also was home to Morgan School, a well-respected prep school from the late nine- 
teenth to mid-twentieth century. 


During the twentieth century Lincoln County has supported a number of industries. Construction 
of the Elk Cotton Mills began in 1900, and the plant remained in operation until 1997. The Borden 
Milk Plant moved to Lincoln County in 1927 and is credited with the area’s economic survival dur- 
ing the Great Depression. The plant closed in 1962, and the National Register-listed facility now 
houses the Lincoln County Museum. Fayetteville had an electric system long before the Tennessee 
Valley Authority, and even some rural areas had electricity in the 1920s. Nevertheless, the arrival 
of TVA in 1935 brought enormous change to the lives of most Lincoln County residents. Textile 
mills once dominated the country’s industry, but of the four largest manufacturers (Amana, Frito- 
Lay, Lincoln County Manufacturing, and Copperweld Corporation) in the county in 2000, only Lin- 
coln County Manufacturing, with 174 employees, produces textiles. Amana, a manufacturer of air 
conditioning and heating systems, is the largest employer, with 1,110 workers. 


From its origins, agriculture has played a vital role in the county’s economy. Its rich and varied soils 
are suitable for a variety of crops, including corn, cotton, hay, tobacco, and Irish and sweet pota- 
toes. In the 1930s and 1940s many local farmers entered the dairy business and supplied milk to 
Borden and Kraft Milk plants. Lincoln County now ranks among the top beef producers of the 
state. 
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Among Lincoln County’s most notable citizens is Retired Admiral Frank Kelso, who served as Com- 
mander and Chief of Naval Operations during the Persian Gulf War. He, along with less notable 
Lincoln Countians, including many descendants of early settlers, have made significant contribu- 
tions to the state. According to the 2000 census, Fayetteville had 6,994 residents and Lincoln 
County had 31,340 residents
